Kikuchi says gospel contains cures

NEW YORK — Hillary Rodham

Mrs. Clinton picked up a commu- 
nity service award on her first trip 
outside Washington as first lady, 
and used the occasion to question 
fellow winners whose projects 
involve health care for children. 

The Lewis Hine Award was for 
her service to children over the 
years. 

President Clinton appointed his 
wife, a former corporate lawyer, to 
lead the task force on one of the 
most important issues of his presi- 
dency, saying Monday she was “a 
first lady of many talents.” 

Asked what she planned to do in 
her new role, Mrs. Clinton said 
Tuesday, “Do what my husband 
asks me to do.” 


Prodded for specifics, she said her 
job will be “to perform the function 
that he outlined yesterday (and) to 
come up with — by working and 
coordinating with a lot of people — 
his health care proposal that he 
will present to Congress in May.” 

While her husband was governor 
of Arkansas, Mrs. Clinton chaired 
an Education Standards 
Committee that played a leading 
role in pushing through school 
reforms. She also chaired a state 
panel on rural health problems and 
was an active board member of the 
Arkansas Children’s Hospital. 

Her first stop was at Alexander 
Humboldt School in Upper 
Manhattan. Mrs. Clinton spent 
about 30 minutes helping bank 
executive Maria Alvarez tutor 
fourth- and fifth-grade students. 

Mrs. Clinton said she met infor- 
mally with four Hine health care- 
winners to “learn more about the- 
programs, why they’ve been singled 
out, get their advice about what 
they think will work.”

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Millionaires fill Clinton’s Cabinet 


WASHINGTON — President Clinton, who made a campaign issue of 
Republican favoritism of the wealthy, has more millionaires among his 
top advisers than either Ronald Reagan or George Bush. 

Clinton has at least nine millionaires at the top of his administration, 
including several well-to-do lawyers and two Wall Street executives 
whose fortunes dwarf Clinton’s reported $863,000 in assets. 

In addition, four other Cabinet members and a U.N. ambassador with 
Cabinet level status are millionaires, and five other top aides may well 
have the distinction, an Associated Press review of their financial disclo- 
sure reports reveals. 

Michael Deaver, a former Reagan White House aide, said the irony is 
that many Clinton Cabinet appointees made their fortunes during the 
1980s when Republican policies held sway. 

“They've taken and received the very best of what the ‘80s had to offer, 
and they’re here saying that the ‘80s were bad,” Deaver said. 

White House spokeswoman Dee Dee Myers said “wealth had nothing 
to do” with the Clinton’s Cabinet picks. “Clinton chose his Cabinet look- 
ing for talent and diversity, and I think he got that. I just don’t. think 
that was a consideration one way or another,” she said. 


Large waist-hip ratio causes problems 


CHICAGO — A new study suggests a more accurate way of measur- 
ing the danger of being overweight is to compare the circumference of 
the waist with the hips. 

They found the bigger the waist in comparison with the hips, the high- 
er the risk of death, regardless of the weight of the individuals, who 
ranged from about 10 percent underweight to about 40 percent over- 
weight. The authors cautioned that their data shouldn’t be used to dis- 
count the harm of being fat, and said height-weight ratios remain an 
important predictor of disease. 

“We recommend that waist-hip ratios be measured along with weight 
and height as part of routine surveillance and monitoring of risk status 
in medical practice,” the researchers said in Wednesday’s Journal of the 
American Medical Association. 


Marshall’s death overlooked in Utah 


SALT LAKE CITY — All the states in the Union flew the stars and 
stripes at half-staff Tuesday to honor the death of former Supreme Court 
Justice Thurgood Marshall. All except Utah. 

Despite the national coverage, the Utah State Capitol flew the national 
flag as usual on Tuesday. “It was an oversight on our part,” said Duane 
Adamson, assistant director of public affairs for Governor Leavitt’s 
office. 

“We are almost an entire new staff. We aren’t sure who makes the deci- 
sion or the exact protocol,’ Adamson said. “This is kind of a learning 
process for us.” Adamson said the governor’s general counselor, Robin 
Riggs, is researching the situation. 

Former Justice Marshall was appointed to the nation’s high court by 
President Lyndon B. Johnson in 1967 and retired in 1991, citing his fail- 
ing health. He died Sunday afternoon in Bethesda, Md., of heart failure. 


Second Marine killed in Somalia 


MOGADISHU, Somalia — The death of a second Marine cast new 
doubt Tuesday on the United States’ chances to rapidly withdraw its 
combat troops from this lawless land. 

Lance Cpl. Anthony D. Botello, 21, of Wilberton, Okla., was the third 
American to die since U.S. forces came ashore Dec. 9. 

Botello was shot late Monday by a sniper while on a nighttime foot 
patrol near a stadium on Mogadishu’s northside. Troops fired back and 
saw a man fall, but his body wasn’t recovered. 

The stadium, which houses more than 900 men and women of the 
Marines’ 7th Regimental Combat Team, is in a perilous area where the 
Marines frequently come under sniper fire. Pfc. Domingo Arroyo was 
killed nearby last week. 

Washington last week informally asked the U.N. Security Council to 
consider a new resolution that would transfer the U.S.-led military coali- 
tion in Somalia to the United Nations.

He said music is also used in pain 
therapy for those who suffer from 
chronic pains.

In the Olympics, Mark opened the competition 
against Resit Karabajak of Turkey, who Mark consid- 
ered his best competition.

They met 
Alan Albright, head coach of the wrestling team, who 
offered Mark a coaching position. Mark accepted and 
has been on the coaching staff ever since.

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Y hoops, baseball hurt by NCAA convention

New rules passed at the recent 
NCAA convention in Dallas will 
begin affecting BYU immediately, 
and school administrators feel they 
won some battles but lost a few as 
well. 

Among the almost 200 proposals 
that were considered, BYU Athletic 
Director Glen Tuckett said the 
most important new legislation 
requires each school to pass an 
accreditation-like study every five 
years. The convention passed the 
proposal by a vote of 274-41-4. 

“That was a slam dunk,” Tuckett 
said. “The presidents were behind 
ee 

As a part of the new NCAA 
Athletics Certification Program, 
schools will have to conduct a 
detailed self-study every five years 
in order to continue as a member of 
the NCAA. The self-study will be 
verified and evaluated by an NCAA 


Committee on Athletics 
Certification. 
CERTIFICATION WOES 


Tuckett isn’t excited about certifi- 
cation due to its scope. “It will be a 
lot of work for a lot of people,” 
Tuckett said. “It will cost money, 
too.” But he voted for the proposal, 
as did BYU’s other delegates to the 
convention, President Rex E. Lee, 
Associate Vice-President of Student 
Life Clayne Jensen and Women’s 
Athletic Director Lu Wallace. 

“The President felt all right about 
it,” Tuckett said of his vote. But he 
likened his plight to that of his wife 
when he wants to do something for 
someone. “I tell her to bake a cake. 
The presidents think this is a good 
idea, but we athletic directors have 
to do all the work.” 

Tuckett also believes the added 
scrutiny is unnecessary at BYU. 
“It’s a noble thing and a way for 
people who are not complying to 
find out where they are lax and fix 
it,” he said. “We don’t think we’re 
‘holier-than-thou,’ but we think we 
comply without it. We sleep with 
one eye open.” 

By August, schools will be 
informed of the initial five-year cer- 
tification schedule. BYU may 
undergo the process anytime 
between next year and 1999.

proposals, winning seven, losing 

two and withdrawing the other 

two. The losses were hard to take. 
BYU HOOP HURT 

Proposal 30, which would have 
simply delayed until 1995-96 the 
reduction of men’s basketball schol- 
arships from 14 to 13 was defeated 
134-178-10. The reduction will 
come next season. 

“That one hurt,” Tuckett said. 
“We weren’t trying to get the grant- 
in-aid back but delay the effective 
date so we could really study it. 
Coaches went out (and planned 
their recruiting) three years ago 
thinking they’d 
have 15 scholar- 
ships in 1993.” 

It appears the 
proposal failed 
because delegates 
saw it as an 
attempt to turn 
back some of the 
reforms the NCAA 
has passed the 
last three years. 
Tuckett said BYU 
only wanted to see 
the issue studied 
further. “The pro- 
posal doesn’t say 
the reform move- 
ment is poor or ill-

Tuckett 
was perhaps 
most hurt by a 
snafu that 
forced him to withdraw a proposal 
to push the beginning of the base- 
ball season back from September 7 
to March 1, increasing revenue and 
helping cold-weather schools sched- 
ule more games. 

“We believe by moving the season 
back that we would find ourselves 
playing in a better climatic situa- 
tion,” said BYU head baseball 
coach Gary. Pullins. “And play

baseball when it’s intended to be 
played.” 

Proposal 97 was designed to 
establish the March 1 date and 
have the College World Series 
moved from the beginning of June 
to early July, allowing for a mini- 
mum of 14 weekends of regular- 
season play. But it was ruled out of 
order by the parliamentarian due 
to its wording. 

Proponents of moving the season 
back could then have passed anoth- 
er resolution, but it would not have 
bound the NCAA Executive 
Committee to move the College 
World Series. The committee could 
have refused to push the series 
back a month, shortening the base- 
ball season to less than 14 week- 
ends. 

Rather than risk hurting base- 
ball, BYU and the other co-sponsor- 
ing schools withdrew completely to 
come back and fight another day, 
something to which Tuckett, 
Pullins’ predecessor as BYU’s head 
baseball coach, has become accus- 
tomed. 

“This has been a 20-year labor of 
love for me,” he said. “I was so 
ready to move that thing and I had 
President Lee ready to help. 

“We'll rewrite it and try again 
next season.” 

FAILURE 

Tuckett was stung when two 
other baseball proposals he person- 
ally spoke for at the convention 
were defeated — by votes of 84- 
229-6 and 42-279-9. He said one 
friend came up later and said, 
“When I want something to fail, I’ll 
have you talk on it.” 

More seriously, Pullins said the 
big losses weren’t anything new. 
“We took the hard hits a couple of 
years ago. These were attempts to 
get some of it back and they failed 
dismally.” 

YOU DO WIN SOME 

BYU was successful in getting the 
NCAA to allow schools to play their 
first basketball game as early as 
the Friday after Thanksgiving. “I 
was the prime pusher on that 
baby,” Tuckett said. 

Also passed were proposals to 
allow schools to exempt up to four 
games played in Hawaii each year, 
instead of once every four years; an 
increase in the amount of Pell 
Grant money student-athletes can 
receive; and restoration of eligibili- 
ty to student-athletes who were 
penalized for scoring a 17 on the 
ACT in 1989, the only year the 
NCAA raised the requirement to 
18. 


The convention also agreed to ' 


delay killing championships in 
sports where too few schools com- 
pete, like men’s gymnastics. BYU 
would be affected, since it has an 
excellent men’s gymnastics pro- 
gram. But the only other WAC
